How French Knife Grinders Keep-War-

Whilo at Work.
Every visitor to ono of the great

Paris stores will have noticed counters
covered with table cutlery of tho char-
acteristic French pattern broad, curv-
ed blades and horn or black bono han-
dles, excellent steel and very chi&p--.

Almost all this is mado at Thiers and
fty hand. But there Is no external
sign of manufacture, and a traveler
might pass through tho town without
suspecting a great industry.

Tho swift (lowing Durolle supplies
power at tho bottom or n deep and
narrow gorge, on tho steep sldo ot
Which tho apparently sleepy town Is
built At one story below street level
wo came to tho forges of the chief
Ann. Here, with extraordinary quiet-
ness and skill the knives nro hand
forged blade, hilt and tang from
steel bar, then tempered ono by one.
